AT RECORD SPEED

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Segrave Says He Had 
' Premonition Something 
Terrible Would Happen;, 
May Try Again.

‘Fla., March 11.—(4)—Major H. O. D. 


Segrave tonight sat in the safety of his 
hotel room and described to newspa- 
permen the thrills he experienced as 
he shot his Golden Arrow motor car 
over the beach at 231.36246 miles an 
hour. 

At this speed his auto was nothing 
more than a blinding flash before a 
background of ocean green—and at 
this speed fears gripped his heart that 
something would’ happen—that the 
ecards were stacked against him and 
that death was ready to deal itself an 
ace from the bottom of the deck. 

Forebodings, a whispering voice, 
something told him that he was in 
more danger than he had ever been 
before. This voice spoke loudest when 
his car struck imperfections in the 
beach, catapulted 30 to 40 feet 
througitthe air only to land safely 
and to be repeated again and again. 

240 Miles Absolute Limit. 

“T really expected something  se- 
rious—you know what I mean—a skid 
—a bump—that would have placed me 
in danger. 

“At least 11 times- during the run 
back and forth I ran into the water. 
I could feel the car slow up each time 
my wheels dipped into the surf. 

“You can’t do more than 240 miles 
an hour on this beach because there 
isn't enough room for a sufficiently 
long start. If I decide to run again 
I'll take another mile start.

Mitchell Defends Tradi- 
tional View Before Su- 
preme Court in Hearings 
on Unusual Case. 


Washington, March 11.—(4)— 


ments before the supreme court in 
years gone by were enacted in that 


dim capitol chamber today by Attor- 


ney General Mitchell and Rrepresent- 
ative Kummers, of Texas, with the 
validity of the pocket veto involved 
in a precedent-making case.

Mr. Mitchell, who prepared the gov- 
ernment’s case as solicitor-general, de- 
fended the traditional view that a bill 
not acted on by the president within 
10 days of a congressional session is 
(lead. He asserted 120 pieces of leg- 
islation had been killed in this man- 
ner in the nation’s history and would 
be resurrected if the pocket veto prac- 
tice were declared invalid. 

The present case involves the right 
of the Okanogan and other Indian 
tribes of the state of Washington to 
sue the government in the court of 
claims over land alleged to have been 
taken from them without compensa- 
tion. 

‘Mr. Sumners, ranking democrat on 
the house judiciary committee, said 


and his committee in opposing the 
stand of former President Coolidge in 
utilization of the pocket veto. He 
described as far-fetched the govern- 
ments stand that bills disapproved 
could be returned to the house where 
they originated only when that body 
was in session, declaring it was feas- 
ible for the president to return them 
to an agent of the house just as bills 
passed by congress are sent to an 
agent of the president. 

Under the constitution, bills not 
acted on within ten days of the ad- 
journment of congress are dead. Wil- 
liam S. Lewis, for the Indians, con- 
tended that the word adjournment 
meant only adjournment at final ses- 
sions, = view directly opposed by the 
attorney general. 

Lewis said the ten days might be 
construed to mean legislative days 
adding that under this construction 
the ten days would extend into the 
closing session.

TRIBUNAL: ACCEPTS 
ROOTS FORMULA 
FOR COURT ENTRY 


Jurists Unanimous on 

Fairness of Proposal; 
-U. S. Draws Close to 
League With Decision. 


Geneva, March 11.—(#)—The Root 
formula was tacithy accepted by all 
jurists today as the basis for a new 
protocol for adherence by the Unit- 
ed States to the world court of justice. 
During the general discussion of the 
first day’s session there was evident 
a feeling of necessity for reaching a 
permanent solution ef the problem 
which has engaged international at- 
tention for more than three years. 

The United States wants to join 
the court. Other nations want her 
there. It now is only a question of 
ways and means. Hardly had the dis- 
cussion been launched, however, when 
there rose to the surface the old dif- 
ficulty of successfully arranging for 
American membership in a_ court 
which has certain affiliations with the 
League of Nations, of which the 
United States is not a member. 

The United States itself raised this 
matter in ‘the recent Kellogg note and 
virtually asked that her rights be 
safeguarded in event that the league 
assembly or council decided to modify 
the powers of the court or to ask new 
things of it. his was deemed a dif- 
ficult situation to meet in principle, 
but in practice most jurists seemed 


,convinced that the difficulty was cov- 
‘ered by the Root formula. 


Leaves Point Unsettled. 
Some of them swiftly pointed to the 


‘fact that Elihu Root’s proposal did 


not concern itself with that unsettled 
international question of whether the 
league council should have a majority 


| or unanimous vote of its members in 


asking the court for an advisory opin- 
ion. Sir Cecil Hurst, of Great Brit- 
ain, made the point that when all is 
said and done, the United States will 
resign from the court if it does not 
like any new attitude of the 
league toward the court. 

The British jurist had deposited 
a revised draft of the Root formula, 
which Mr. Root, after reading and 
approving, wanted to know who lad 
put in. “I am the guilty party,” inter- 
jected Sir Cecil, and a ripple of laugh- 
ter enlivened the otherwise dry pro- 
ceedings. 

Professor W. J. M. Van Eysing, 
of the Netherlands, emphasized that in 
its relation to the United States the 
juridica] aspect of the court at The 


Hague and the political aspect of 
Geneva should be distinctly differen- 
tiated. 

A second proposal introduced by Sir 
Cecil Hurst provided that if the 
league covenant or rules of the United 
States against demands for advisory 
opinions in cases in which it had an 
interest, the United States would 
have the right to resign. 

The jurists are expected to draft 
the new protocol for American adche- 
sion, but it was expected this would 
have to be submitted to an interna- 
tional conference of the court mem- 
bers. 


PRESIDENT OR NOT? 
HOOVER UNMOVED 
BY ERROR OF TAFT 


Washington, March 1).—(United 
News.)—Chief Justice Taft made a 
slip when he -administered the oath 
of office to President Hoover at the 
inauguration ceremonies, but the white 
house does not seem to be concerned. 

A check-up made on the movietone 
of the ceremony today by a United 
News representative disclosed that the 
chief justice substituted the word 
“maintain” for “protect” when he 
swore in the new president. 

In presenting the oath, the consti- 
tution says: 

“Before he enter on the execution 
of his office, he shall take the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation,” and be- 
cause of this injunction, the question 
has been raised as to whether Mr. 
Hoover is president, by the letter of 
the law. 

The white house declined today to 
comment upon the mistake, when the 
question was raised as to whether the 
president would have to take the oath 
again. In administering the oath, 
the chief justice quoted from memory.

Southern Rebel To Face 
Firing Squad; General 
Urbalejo Is Deserted by 
Most of His Men. 


GIL EXPECTS END 
IN SHORT WHILE 


Calles Reports Revolting 
Troops Surrender Vol- 
untarily as Loyal Army 
Marches on Torreon. 


Mexico City, March 11.—(4)—The 
government tonight announced that its 
troops had caught up with the rebel 
General Urbalejo, fleeing from Can- 
itas, Zacatecas, and had taken away 
135 of his men. The general escaped, 
however, with the few soldiers re- 
maining loyal to him. 

The same communique announced 
the capture of rebel General Simon 
Aguirre in the southern part of the 
State of Vera Cruz. Several of his 
officers were also taken but his broth- 
er, Jesus M. Aguirre, who led the re- 
volt in that state, was not captured. 
Simon will be court-martialed and 
probably will face a firing squad, as 
have other rebel leaders captured. 

Rebels Reach Sinaloa. 

The government acknowledged that 
the rebel advance guard of 400 or 500 
men had reached fhe town of Quila 
in their southward push through the 
state of Sinaloa. The rebels had an- 
nounced capture of the town yester- 


day. Reports that this rebel force 
had t&ken the important port of Ma- 
zatian were denied. 

r. Jose Manuel Puig Casauranc, 
who acted as the government spokes- 
man, said nothing had been reported 
from the main federal army led by 
Secretary of War Plutarco Elias 
Calles, ; This army was known to be 
continuing its northward advance on 
Torreon and Dr. Puig said he was 
not surprised to hear rumors that 
General Gonzalo Escobar had evacuat- 
ed that Coahtila city. He said, how- 
ever, he had no definite report of their 
withdrawal. 

No Details of Capture. 

The federal troops. commanded by 
General Juan A. Alamazan were said 
to “be advancing from Monterey on 
Torreon, but had not yet been able 
to reach Saltillo because of slow prog- 
ress in repaiting the railroad tracks.

The Altamaha also had fallen consil- 
erable. Von Herrmann said, and he 
expected no further rise along its 
eonrse 

Residents of Newton and West 
fainbridge. on the Flint, were prepar- 
ing to return to their homes, many of 
which were deserted in the face of 
rising water. 

At Newton the river had started its 
recession after what was described as 
the second worst flood in many years, 


with tractors for removal of their 
housesSto higher ground before they 
are reoccupied. 

Wholesale inoculation of the com- 
munity against typhoid fever is 
planned by the state board of health 
in view of the fact that it will be 
weeks after the river has subsided be- 
fore the low places will have drained 
off flood water. 

At West Bainbridge the Flint 
reached its highest point during last 
night and late today had started to 
subside. Conditions were expected to 
be normal again within a few days. 

At Brunswick, which the Altamaha 
river partly inundated last night and 
this morning, waters were said to be 
subsiding. As a precautionary move 
sand bags were placed along the 
coastal highway there yeserday and a 
drag line was used to strengthen the 
embankment in weak places. 

Water was reported to-be rising 
near the towns of Ludowiei and 
Townsend, on the same river. early 
today, but Von Herrmann said _to- 
night that danger was passed.

General Hines was appointed direc- 
tor of the bureau by President Hard- 
ing in 1923 after Charles R. Forbes 
had been summarily dismissed as a 
result of disclosures in connection with 
the conduct of the veterans’ bureau.

BRITTEN SAYS BRITISH 
PLAN BIGGEST NAVY 


Budget Is Sufficient To Main- 
tain Fleet Equal To 
World’s Forces. 


Washington, March 11.—(#)— 
Chairman Britten, of the house naval 
committee, said today the’ British 
naval budget in his oninion indicated 
that Great Britain proposed to main- 
tain a navy equal to the combined sea 
forces of all other nations instead of 


pursuing its present policy of a navy 
equal to that of any two nations. 

The British budget, made _ public 
Friday in London, calls for naval ex- 
penditure of $280,000,000 this year, 
of which amount $48,000,000, Britten 
said, is for the construction of new 
warships including five cruisers armed 
with 8-inch guns. ‘These, he said in 
a statement, were in addition to the 
eight cruisers now being built. 

“With the presentation of this an- 
nual appronriation bill,” he added, “it 
is now quite evident that all the talk 
by high ranking English statesmen 
that Great Britain was slowing up her 
warship building program was only 
bait for American internationalists 
and pacifists.” 


UALE SLAYING ADDED 
70 M’GURN CHARGES 


Chicago, March 11.—(4?—Anothe~ 
gang = slaving—that of 
Franke Uale in New York last year— 
had been added to the seven murders 
for whieh Jack McGurn already is 
held here. 

Announcement that McGurn had 
been identified by photographs as one 
of the Uale killers was made today. 
The development followed closely the 
visit of New York officers who con- 
ferred with Chicago officials about 
the Valentine’s day mass murder on 
North Clark street. 

The Herald and Examiner today 
said the identification of MeceGurn, 
Jack Perry, Louis (Little New York) 
Campagna and Mike Barnes as men 
involved in the Uale assassination had 
convinced investigators that the New 
York and Chicago murders were done 
by the same men. 

Police said that three telephone 
ealls to Chicago from the neighbor- 
hood of Uale’s home in New York 
the day before the Uale killing had 
been traced, and that they apparent- 
ly had been made to members of the 
Al Capone gang here. MeGurn and 
Perry both are known to officers as 
Capone'men. One of the phone calls 
was made from the home of Cam- 
pagna’s mother. 

Uale and Capone were formerly 
allies, but their relations were broken 
in 1927. 


LENIN’S BODY VIEWED 
T0 REFUTE REPORTS 


Moscow, March 11.—(#)—The re- 
markable state of preservation in 
which the body of Nikolai Lenin, the 
ate communist leader, has been kept 
ever since his death five years ago 
was demonstrated today. 

For the first time since Lenin's 
interment in his great red quere mau- 
soleum, Professor Vorobyoy, chief em- 
balmer of the former premier’s body, 
definitely refuted rumors that gradual 
petrification of the body had _ begun. 

In the presence of a group of for- 
eign newspapermen and representa- 
tives of the foreign office, Professor 
Vorobyov opened Lenin's glass cover- 
ed coffin and lifting Lenin's head, 
gently flexed the ears and nose and 
moved the skin of the cheeks and jaw, 
thus proving the remarkable flexibil- 
ity of the body and its excellent state 
of preservation. 

Professors Vorobyov and Shbarsky, 
the chief specialist entrusted with the 
task of preserving Lenin's body intact 
for coming generations, said that they 
were constantly on the lookout for 
changes which might result from the 
sudden rising or falling of the tempera- 
ture, due primarily to the great num- 
bers of Jaenin’s devotees filing past 
the bier daily. ‘Thus far, they said, 
the body had remained intact except 
for a slight shrinkage of the hands 
which could be readily remedied. 

The professors would not venture 
any guess as to how long the body 
would remain intact inasmuch as they 
had no precedents on which to go, but 
they felt that in its present sleeplike 
state it was likely to be preserved for 
many vears.
